SPEAK FOR GOOD WHEAT 


State College Experts Urge Eradica 
tion of Garlic and Proper Grading. 
Baltimore Street 


G. A. Stewart and Professor Nicho­ 
las! Schmitz, both of State College, 
and extension grain specialists, addres­ 
sed the" Wednesday evening meeting 
of wheat growers in the Court House 
here. 
Mr. Stewart outlined the factors in 
the grading of wheat. 
“Wheat may 
weight up to the standard," he said, 
“but fall below the standard grade be­ 
cause of moisture or foreign substance 
in it. 
Garlic in wheat is a factor in 
causing a lowering of its selling value 
12 cents a bushel. The loss to fanners 
in Adams county through improper 
grading last year was $150,000.” 
Mr. Schmitz spoke of the methods 
used in the eradication of garlic and 
the use by 
farmers 
of 
varieties of 
wheat that are graded higher and have 
good milling qualities. 
“ In a two-days’ inspection of 
41 
wheat fields in this county,” 
Mr. Sch­ 
mitz declared, “only five were fit to be 
recommended as seed wheat for other 
farmers. 
Large slumbers ar* con­ 
demned becaused of garlic which can 
be eradicated by proper rotation and 
cultivation practices.”
